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SECOND DETAILED ACTION NON-FINAL 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chosa 
et al. U.S. Patent Number 6,452,030. 

Chosa et al. teach a hydroxyl group-containing betaine compound and a long- 
chain alkvl group-containing betaine compound , both of which are highly biodegradable 
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and useful as surfactants, bactericides, antistatic agents, softening agents, rust 
inhibitors, resin modifiers, synthetic intermediates, etc. The invention further provides 
processes for producing such betaine compounds. 

The hydroxyl group-containing betaine compound mentioned above can be represented 
by the following general formula (1 ), and the long-chain alkvl group-containing betaine 
compound can be represented by the following general formula (3), see abstract and 
column 2, lines 29-67. Applicant's claims in deemed to be clearly anticipated over 
Examples 4-8 which teach long-chain alkyl group-containing betaine compounds that 
fall within general formula (3). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/27/07 with the amendment, with respect to 
claim 9, have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
